The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 now recites "a first panel-(3) provided on the front face side of the 
housing, an operation section (3a) being provided on one face of the first panel, a 
second panel (4) provided behind the first panel and interlocked with the first panel, a 
display section (4a) being provided on one face of the second panel," and "wherein the 
first panel and second panel are interlocked with each other so as to be able to rotate 
about rotation axes (3r, 4r), and when the first panel and second panel are received in 
the housing side, the first and second panels are vertically juxtaposed in standing in 
front of the housing with the operation section of the first panel and the display section 
of the second panel being faced to each other". This combination of elements along 
with the surrounding claim language is not found in the prior art of record and thus 
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makes claim 1 allowable over the prior art of record. Claims 2-6, 8, and 9 depend on 
claim 1 and are also therefore allowable over the prior art of record. 

The newly amended claim cites the interlocking between panels and that such 
interlocking is the cause of a specific rotation of the panels to a vertical juxtaposed 
position with the panels facing each other. Even were the prior art references cited in 
the previous action combined for multiple rotatable panels, there would lack a teaching 
of the panels interlocked in such a manner to cause the particular claimed rotation.. 

Examiner has performed an assignee and inventor search to identify possible 
double patenting issues. No documents with conflicting claims have been found.
